Chang Tso Tao was 
not at all pleased with Mr. Chu’s* 
jokes, so the latter left him to see 
another lodger in the hotel. 


Mr, Chang returned to his room 
and took’ his pistol. He ‘then 
hurried to the front door and shot 
at Mr. Chu, who was leaving. The 
letter died instantly, having re 
ceived five shots. General Chang 
Tso Hsiang rushed out and succeed- 
ed in wringing the pistol from his 
brother who was still attempting. to 
reload his revolver. ;

The “Christian” General’s friend 
suggested that, the reason for my 
failing to understand’ Chinese: polj- 
‘ties in general and Marshal. Peng’s 
politics in particular was that I ac- 
‘copted surface factors and did not, 
understand their hidden meanings. 
He admitted that Marshal Feng re- 
ecived arms and-munitions on credit 
‘from Soviet Russia, but as he had 
no funds, he was. obliged to pur- 
chase on credit and as he had no 
other’ source. of supplics, he was 
bound to’ accept his supplies 
from Soviet Russia or go with- 
out ‘them, . He ‘naturally ‘was 
obliged to sign an agreement with 
Soviet. Russia which  foreed upon 
him Soviet instructors and advisors.

Popo Pius has called upon all the 
the ‘Roman Catholic 
‘church ‘to nid him to the fulleat 
extent of their powers in a crusade 
‘against the printing and reading 
of immoral books, espec!ally those 
which hide their lascivities under 
a cloak of false religious ‘inysticism. 

In his’-name, “the supreme 
sacred congregation of the sacred 
office’ has sent to bishops through- 
out the world a lengthy document 
imparting precise instructions for 


ja holy war against “novels, short 


stories, dramas, comedies .and -pic- 
tures favouring sensual passions 
and a certain type of lascivious 
mysticism: which are now increas- 
ing in ‘incredible fashion and which 
every day are gaining greater cir- 
culation.” : 

The pope’s new instructions ex- 
press a threefold purpose: (1) To 
denounce the danger, especially to 
youth, of immoral books which, be- 
cause of thodern conditions, lave 
gained an enormous circulation’ at 
places. and prices making them 
widely accessible; (2) to invoke the 
nid of the bishop and the diocesan 
clergy in reading and banning 
books whoge number i8 too. great to 
‘permit detailed examination by the 
authorities of the holy see, and -(3) 
to call, attention to Catholics that 
the reading of evidently 4mmoral 
books constitutes a moral sin whe- 
ther or not such books have been 
expressly condemned © by — the 
ecclesiastical ‘authorities or have 
been registered on the index of for- 
bidden books. < : :

Now, I had assumed that Marshal 
Feng could be placed in the eate- 
gory of a: pro-Boviet general, for his 
acceptance of assistance naturally 
bound him to show: some gratitude. 
In the struggle -between Great 
Britain and i gin, Marshal Feng 
would Ordina, be bound to serve 
his Russian benefactors. If one ‘of 
the elements’ of that struggle is 
tho use of China as a catspaw, 
Marshal Feng would be- bound, to 
agree to such usage or else return 
to Soviet Russia: everything they 
gave him. .That should be taken as 
‘a matter, of course. But the friend 
insists that-that is shallow think- 
ing. He says. that the Marshal is 
first of all.a Chinese and is, there- 
fore, bound.to serve his country. Tf 
the interests of Chinn- and Sovict 
Russia are identical, they can work 
together; if they are in, opposition, 
they .must fight each other. But 
how is this to be interpreted}. Who 
ig to. decide: whether Marshal. Feng 
Yu Hsiang is to continue fo serve 
‘Boviet Russia or is ‘to denounce. his 
allies and throw them over as Karm- 
ful imperialists?
